AN  ACT 

In  addition  to  an  a£l  intituled,  “ An 
A£l  more  effeSlually  to  provide  Jor 
the  National  defence,  by  esiabli th- 
ing an  uniform  Militia  through- 
out the  United  States." 

BE  it  enatted  by  the  Senate  and  House 
of  Representatives  of  the  United  States 
of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  I hat 
it  lliall  be  the  duty  of  the  adjutent  ge- 
neral of  the  militia  in  each  ftate,  to 
make  return  of  the  militia  of  the  ftate 
to  which  he  belongs,  with  their  arms, 
accoutrements,  and  ammunition,  agreea- 
bly to  the  dircdlions  of  the  aift,  to  wliich 
this  is  an  addition,  to  the  Prefident  of 
the  United  States  annually,  on  or  before 
the  firft  Monday  in  January  ineachyear; 
and  it  (hall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secreta- 
ry of  War,  from  time  to  time,  to  give 
fuch  dircdlions  to  the  adjutant  gene- 
rals of  the  militia,  as  (hall,  in  his  opi- 
nion, be  necefTary  to  produce  an  uni- 
formity in  the  faid  returns,  and  he  (hall 
lay  an  abftradl  of  the  fame  before  Com. 
grefs,  on  or  before  the  firft  Monday  of 
February,  annually. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enabled. 
That  eveiy  citizen  duly  enrolled  in  the 
mintia,  fhall  be  conftantly  provided  with 
aims,  accoutrements,  and  ammunition, 
agreeably  to  the  diredlion  of  the  faid  add 
from  and  after  he  (hall  be  duly  notified 
if  his  enrolment ; and  any  notice  or 
variiing  to  the  citizens  fo  enrolled,  to 
ittend  a company,  battalion,  or  regi- 
mental mufter,  or  training,  which  (hall 
be  accordding  to  the  laws  of  the  (late  in 
n which  it  is  given  for  that  purpofe, 
(hall  be  deemed  a legal  notice  of  hiz 
inroiment. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enabled^ 
That  in  addition  to  the  officers  provided 
for  by  the  faid  adl,  there  (hall  be,  to  the 
militia  of  each  (late  one  quarter  maftcr 
general,  to  each  brigrade  one  quarter 
nafterof  brigade,  and  to  each  regiment 
one  chaplain.

AN  ACT 
In  addition  to  an  aH,  intituled  Att 
Abi  fixing  the  military  peace  esta- 
blishment of  the  United  States. 

BE  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House 
of  Representatives  of  the  United  States 
of  America  in  Congress  assembled.  That 
there  be  added  to  the  regiment  artil- 
lerifts,  two  teachers  of  mufir,  whofc 
pay,  rations  and  cloathing  (liall  he  the 
fame  at  is  by  law  allowed  to  the  teach- 
ers of  mufic  in  the  regiments  of  infan- 
try in  the  fervicc  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enabled^ 
That  the  Prrfident  of  the  United  States 
be,  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  to  ap- 
point one  teacher  of  the  French  lan- 
guage, and  one  teacher  of  drawing,  to 
be  attached  to  the  corps  of  engineers, 
whofc  compenfation  (ball  not  exceed 
the  pay  and  emolument  of  a captain  in 
the  line  of  the  army. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enabled. 
That  the  commanding  officer  of  the 
corps  of  engineers,  be  authorized  to  en- 
lift  for  a term,  not  lefs  than  three  years, 
one  artificer,  and  eighteen  men,  to  aid  in 
making  praftical  experiments  and  for 
other  purpofes  ; to  receive  the  fame  pay, 
rations  and  cloathing  as  are  allowed  to 
the  artificers  and  privates,  in  the  army 
of  the  United  States  ; and  the  fame 
bounty  when  enl.fted  for  five  years  ; 
and  to  be  fubjeift  to  the  rules  and  arti- 
cles of  war. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enabled. 
Tbat  the  Prefident  of  the  United  Stares 
be,  aad  he  11  hereby  authorized  to  allow 
to  the  paymaftcr  of  the  snoy  the  sd- 
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utant  and  infpeftor  of  the  army  and 
tfie  military  agent  at  Pliiladeiphii  fuch 
fumi  notexceed'ng  in  the  whole  three 
thoufand  dollars,  for  clerk  hire,  as  their 
Tefjaeiffive  duties  may,  in  his  opinion, 
real'onably  require.

golfier.  He  attempted  two  diffeiflTt  dii^ 
to  inflate  his  balloon  but  without  fui^ 
cefs  ; at  length,  togiatiiy  thefrhnp^ 
tience  of  the  public,  who  had  twicelnCl 
paired  in  great  crowds  to  the  place  where 
the  experiment  was  to  be  performed,  he 
determined  on  the  25tli  to  make  a third 
trial,  after  taking  the  neceffary  meafures 
to  caiil'c  hia  machine  to  al'cend. 

At  half  after  twelve  the  balloon  was 
inflated,  and  retained  only  by  fome  cords. 
G.  Olivari,  defirous  to  realize  the  prom- 
ife  he  had  made  in  hand-bills  to  al’cend 
in  his  machine,  fixed  to  the  extremity 
of  it  an  ofier  baiket,  covered  with  pa- 
per, and  into  it  various  comb jftihlcs  and 
fpiritous  liquors  to  maintain  the  fire  in 
the  chafing  dilh,  ivhicli  was  fitted  be- 
tween this  frail  Ipafket  and  the  balloon. 
He  then  entered  the  bafket,  after  ha- 
ving formally  alTurcd  the  ine.nbers  ol 
the  adminiilration  wiu>  were  prefent, 
that  there  would  be  no  dun  er  ; he  thei 
taufed  the  cords  to  be  lool'cii:  1.  II 
I'oon  role  with  fuch  rapidity  tha  i,.

Jed,  was  informed  by  a farmer,  that  . 
^nan  had  fallen  from  the  donds  in  th.

been  at  work.  The  mayor,  after  afeer- 
raining  the  truth  of  this  fact,  immedi- 
ately fent  notice  to  the  picfedl  of  th 
lepartment,  and  the  latter  informed  the 
mayor  of  Orleans,  who  went  to  the  fpot 
where  he  faw  that  the  body  found  wa 
hat  of  citizen  Olivari,  who  had  fet  out 
rom  Orleans  in  his  balloon,  half  an  houi 
before  his  fall. 

On  fearching  in  the  environs  of  the 
body  feveral  fragments  of  the  baiket 
were  found  ; and  it  cwidcinly  appeared 
hat  the  only  fupport  of  this  unfortunate 
■eronaut  had  been  confnmed  by  fire.  It 
! fupoofed  that  fome  fpark  from  the  cha- 
fing dilb  had  fallen  on  the  too  combuQible 
matter  with  which  C.  Olivari  was  fur- 
rounded,  and  rendered  him  the  viclim 
ot  his  imprudence,  and  perhaps  alfo  of 
iinlkilfulnefs  The  balloon,  difengaged 
from  its  ballaft,  continued  its  rout,  and 
It  is  not  known  where  it  fill. 

The  unfortunate  Olivari,  who  periibed 
fo  mifei  ubly  near  Orleans  in  France,  was 
an  Italian,  and  very  well  known  jn  Pa- 
ris immediattly  before  the  rebellion. 
From  the  C\ef  dn  Cabinet  we  learn  that 
he  was  in  Paris  a zealous  defender  of  the 
fuperiority  of  fire  balloons  over  thole  fil 
ltd  with  gas,  that  he  had  publilhcd  a 
pamphlet  in  fupport  of  his  doctrine,  and 
u£lually  challenged  Garnei ill  to  an  aerial 
race  between  a lire  and  gas  balloon, 
which  Garncnn  thought  proper  to  de- 
cline. The  balloon  from  which  the 
wretched  man  fell,  is  deferibed  as  having 
been  compofed  of  paper  only,  (lightly’ 
fcctired  bv  pack-thread,  and  a thin  ne 
ting — materials  fo  frail  ami  fo  inflamma- 
ble, that  Garnerin  applied  to  the  r.ia'pf- 
trates  of  Grk-ans  to  forbid  the  afeent, 
but  without  effefl.
